In Oxford for the 
Mathematicks <*#</Mechanicks 5 as you may fid here in the Ab- 
breviation p/Mechanica five de Motu ejrc And we had here alfe 
given you the Brief of a Noble Argument from Cambridge con- 
cerning Of ticks, if "we had not waited for feme Geometrical Lec- 
tures from the fame Worthy Author , profer to b: publijht with 
thoje his Opticas. Andifintheforc-goingVolame fomeof the 
chief Branches of the Mathematicks, Algebra , and othir parts of re ■• 
al Philofophy (in which your Lordfhip wtthmuch affection and f«c- 
ctfs hath thefe many years been happily concerned ) were diligent- 
ly follicited for the benefit of the Studious in thoje excellent S den- 
ies; I hope, we may not immodeftly fay , that in this Volume 
we have given an Accompt of fame further Improvements in 
the fame kind( N. 45. 46. 49 •, ) and of a foundation laid^avdin 
fome Tables commenced for the rectifying of A ft ronomy by obfer- 
•ving Celeftial Appearances in our Englifh -orizonM a Learned 
and Ingenuous terfon who prof effeth good refpetls andreadinefs of 
fervicetothe R, Society N. 55. 

My Lord , / muft hear forbear at large to rcprefent , How much 
you have contributed to the promoting a'lp rts of "confide" able know- 
ledge-froth by your own private studies j and in J- 'unci 'an with the 
/aid Society fwee its Institution, I muft be rather careful, that

this my free Addrefs may have no appearance of mcowly ebfequi- 
eufnefs >bttt may be fupperted by firmgreundssf fsber and generally 
acknowledged Truth. And in this Age ef Calumny we have good 
£dnfe to r (Joyce in the Confpicuous Examples offuch, as have per fi- 
nally asfi(led y and therein proved their fitnefs to offt 'date ,at the high- 
gheji Altars, for the Government, and for the Safety and Ornament 
ef the Church, and who w.th all have made the deepefl Re fe arches 
into the Wo'ks of Cod, of Nature, and of Art. Thus it wxs in the 
fir ft Model of ' theV/orld, before fiu'itlefs Controverts and verbal 
Altercations had made a wide difference between the Works of God 
and the Notions of Men. Antiquity attributes the fir fi Monumen- 
tal titer oglyphicks to Seths Pillars ; the fir fi Naval Architecture 
to Noah 5 the Syderal Arts- to Abraham > the Holy Utenfils,fitteft 
for a portable Tabernacle , fr'Mofes-, the Architecture of the 
fairefi Temple to Solomon; and generally ihemoft Ufeful Sci- 
ences, to the no lejs- Devout than Wife Men of the Eafi. And thofe 
Jllufirious Propagators of the Gefpel,who in the Primitive conflicts 
and difireffes of the Church were enabledto difpcll the darkenefs of 
the Gentiles , bo: h by their Writings and Sufferings, were many of 
them the he (I Philofpphers oftho(e Ages ; at leafi of thofe Countryes, 
where thsy Jifpenfeti the Heavenly Myfieries. 

This Congratulation we owe mere particularly to your Lordfhipfor 
thofe Divine Difcourfesjn which you have publickely ^.refuted A- 
theifme, and with it thofe Men, who (I an din their own light jn de- 
ny ingthe befi Evidences of their own Privi ledges and their fur eji 
Titles to an Happy Eternity. And hence dfo theSenfualifls and 
Men of Animofties and of a endlefs Contentions may learn/hat they, 
who follow clof eft to the fir eight Line, and are in the near eft ap- 
proaches to the Center ofTruth, and to the Fountain of Purity ^as they 
are more fecund from Deviations, and the lofs of Time,fo they have 
freer Spirits and better leifure to advance the General Benefit of 
Mankind. And hence I account mi felf well affuredef your Lord-
